Jn: the. studies, at lenst two 
tvpes of cosmic particles—both 
ef them called mesons, but with 
different . weikht—have been 
found in cosmie radiation, | 

The mesons have. an . ¢x- 
tremely short life.’ “The 
primary meson lasts only 100th 
of a millionth of a second, and 
“decays” in. that “short perlod” 
of. tlme. into a Ighter meson, 
which ' lives . just. one  one- 
hundred milltonth of a second. 
There has been some evidence 
that the second meson changes 
into an electron, which Is, part 
of the atoms of all material 
things.. On that basis, cosmic 
radintion, actually adds ‘to the 
mass of ‘tho earth, as electrons 
are matter. ‘ 

Maximum Intensity .. 

The studies, according to. Cal 
Tech. give some Indication: that 
cosmic radintion has a’ relation 
to the forces that hold the atom 
together. Some scientists be- 
eve it is the anawer, ae 

For years, cosmic ray experts 
have been sending balloons to 
high = altitudes, . have been 
climbing high mountains, and 
are now sending rockets to 
great heights to study cosmic 
rediation. Studies have shown 
that ot ‘this latitude — the 
maximum intensity is, about 
70,000 feet, and that the -aver- 
age height may be at 50,000 
feet or about 10 miles,

Continuing, the Ambassador 
stated, “The President .and 
people of Isracl are deeply 
arateful for the great_contri- 
bution made ‘by the Govern- 
mint of. the United States and 
its people to the establishment 
of the States of Tsracl.
